BARRINGTON’s TRIAL and DEFENCE. 


The Sollowing Trial and Defence afford avemarkable Inftance fa 

moft criminal Abufe of good Talents and Education, and exhibit 
a melancholy Proof that Ingenuity and Integrity are but too fre- 
guently Jparated, 


N the 6th of April! laft came on, at the Seffions Houfe in the 

Old Bailey, the trial of George Barrington, for robbing 

James Bagthaw, Efq; of a gold watch, in the paflage leading to 
the picof Drury-lane play-houtfe. 

The profecutor depofed, that the prifoner pufhed him, and he 
inftantly miffed his watch ; and on turning back, he then faw 
the prifoner returning from the pit-door: he perfued him ; 
upon which Barrington faid, ‘* J have not your watch!” and 
extended his hand, as the profecutor thought, with the palm 
downwards ; at which inftant he heard the watch fall, and the 
breaking of gla/s. He put down his hand, and picked up his 
watch. ‘There was aman atafmall! diffance, who affifted Bar- 
rington, by pulling the profecutor back ; but he fecured the 
prifoner. He pofitively {wore the watch muft drop from the pri« 
foner, but could not tell whether his hand was tht or open 

When the prifoner was call — hn for his defence, after atking 
the profecutor a few queftions, he addrefled the court and jury 
precifely in the following ins : 
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** May it pleafe your lordhip, and you gentlemen of the jury 
*¢ With humble fubmiffion I entreat your candid attention, 
and I truit the ears and hearts of all in this honourable court 
will be as open and ready to —_ impreflions in my favour, 
as they may | be to admit thofe of acontrary nature. The eve- 
ning in which this matter is flated to have e happened, I went to 
fee the play ; it was Macbeth; the houfe was filled early, and 
hearing it mentioned that there was no more room on that fide, 
I was going to another part of the houfe, when I was accolted 1 by 
the profecutor, who faid, * Sir, you have got my watch.’ I told 
him [ had not, and that he fhould be fatisfied of it in any man. 
ner he chofe. ‘There were feveral perfons prefent at the time, 
An altercation took place, during which a bye-ftander cried out, 
There is a watch on the eround, This was at fome yards 
diftance from him. ‘The profecutor ran ; but whether he ftooped 
himfelf, or it was given him by a bye- Rander, I cannot fay ; but 
he took it, and declared it to be his. It has been ftated, that 
when he accufed me, I extended my hand as if | was offering 
fomething to fome perfon ; whether I did or not, I cannot take 
upon me ‘to fay s but I troft that it will not be confidered as an 
unnatural pofition for any perfon fo accufed to extend his arm or 
hand. Perhaps it will be more reafonable to imagine that an en- 
deavour would be made to conceal it, if the accafation had beea 
= ; and [ truft, gentlemen of the jury, that it will be worthy 
your moft ferious attention, that while this circumftance is men. 
cine in order to criminate, the projecutor has acknowledged, 
at the fame time, that he faw nothing in my hand, faw me drop 
nothing, or give any thing to any perfon whatever. It has been 
flated, that during the altercation he received fome violent treat- 
ment; and though he acknowledged it did not proceed from 
me, yet an endeavour has been made to turn it to my difadvan- 
tage. I muft humbly beg leave to obferve, that in confequence 
of the alarm acroud came, and hearing a charge made, and fee- 
ing two F people difpeting, both dec ently drefled, and much alike

man, though he may be unfortunate enough to have a blemithed 
character, ‘will be made refponjible for offences which others may 
have committed, or that a fermife or fuppe pofition will fupply the 
place of clear, convincing proofs. Whether thofe that have ap- 
peared on this occafion are of that kind or not, would be pre- 
fumption in me to fay; I humbly hope they are not. But I 
mutt beg leave, gentlemen of the jury, with all humility, to cail 
your attention for a moment to auothtr fubjeét; which, though 
it has not, nor ought to have, any connection with the evidence, 
may, without much care, have weight in deciding my fate. It 
has been my misfortune to have fuffered much from ill-natared 
report, and from wanton invention, at a time too, when I can 
truly fay that I ad been uting my bett endeavours to merit com- 

mendation inftead of reproé ich; and I thought to have had itin 
my power to have given convir cing proofs of this to the court, 
from a gentleman in whofe employment I have been for fome 
time, but whois now ablent on his affairsin Ireland. Dew 
firous of having his teftimony, which [ knew would be favourable 
tome, | thought to have requeited the court to defer my trial 
ull the followir ng feflions; but being told that the abfence of

witneffes which went to charaéter was not in general deemed fuf- 
ficiently material to defer atrial, I have omitted troubli ng 
them with the application.—And although, under thefe cir- 
cumftances of eee and an impending trial, yet they 
have not yet fecured me from the effects of inconfiderate wan- 
tonnefs. Circumfances have been related of me which never hap- 
pened, and others have been crucily exaggerated. Ico not fay 
this to excite your compaffion, but to allay inflammation. Gen-

Mr. baron Eyre fummed up the charge to the jury, obferving, 
that it muft give pain to every perfon who heard him, to fee a man 
in fuch a place, pofleffed of fuch abilities, which might have 
been rendered advantageous to himfelf, and to the public. He 
obferved, that the ability of the defence was one thing, and its 
application another ; and concluded with faying, that if the | 
jury thought the cafe not ftrong enough to convict him, he hoped 
he would make a good ufe of his abilities in future ; and added, 
*f LT hope this will be the laft time we hall fee him in this 
place,” 





The jury deliberated a few minutes, and pronounced a verdict 
of NOLUG IL Y ; on which the prifoner bowed refpeCfully 
two. or three times, and retired,

ABSTRACT OF CAPTAIN COOK’s LAST VOYAGE, 


[Continued from Page 345-] 


EAVING thefe dreary regions of ice and fnow, captain 
L Cook now fteered fouthward, and, on the 31rft of Auguit, 
177%, paffed by a {mall ijland, about three leavues from the 
main, in the latitude of 67 degrees and 45 minutes, which is 
diftinguifhed by the name of Burney’s Ifland. The next day 
he came in fight of a Ps retty lofty promontory, in the laticude of 
67 degrees and 3 minutes, aa in the Jongitude of 188 degrees 
and 11 minutes. Ele was now well affured of what he had be- 





lieved before, that this was the country of the ‘Tichutfki, or the 
N. E. coat of Afia; and that this cape, which Muller calls 
Serdze Kamen, was the limit of Beering’s voyage in 1728. On 
the zd of September they had fair weather and fun-fhine ; of 


which, for near five days before, they had been deprived ; and, 
as they ranged along the coait, at the diltance a four miles, 

ney faw feveral of the inhabitants, and fome of their habita- 
tions, which looked hke little hillocks of earth. In the evening 
they paffed the eaftern cape, the fame point of land which they 
had pal fled on the rith of Auguft, and from which the coat 
chiinves its direction, and tends S. W. They who believed im- 
plicitly in Mr. Stahilin’s map, thought it then to be the eak 
pore 
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point of his ifland Alafchka ; but they were fatisfied, by this 
time, that it could = no other than the eaftern promontory of 
Afia, and, probably, the proper Tichukothkoi Nef, ; though the 
promontory, to which Beering gave that name, is farther to the 
5. W. However, captain Ccok concluded, as Beering did be- 
fore him, that this is the moft eaflerly point of Afia. It is a pe- 
ninfula of confiderable height, joined to the continent by a very 
low, and, to appearance, narrow neck of land. It fhewsa fteep 
rocky cliff next to the fea, and off the very point are fome rocks 
like fpires. It is fituated in the latitude of 66 degrees and 6 mi- 
nates, and in the longitude of z90 degrees and 22 minutes, and 
isdiflant from Cape | Prince of W ales, on the Anterican coatt, 
thirteen leagues, in the direétion of n orth, 53 degrees weit. The 
Jand about this promontory is compofed of hills and vallies : the 
former terminate at the fea in fteep rocky points, and the latter 
in low fhores. The hills feemeéd to be naked rocks; the vallies 
had a greenifh hue, but deftituteof tree or fhrub. 

After pafling this cape, captain Cook fteered for the northern 
point of St. Lawrence B Bay, in which he had anchored on the 1cth 
of Auguft. He reached it the next morning, and faw fome of 
the inhabitants of the place where he had feen them before, 
as well as feveral others on the oppofite fide of the bay. None 
of them, however, attempted to come off to the fhips; which 
he thought a little extrao:dinary, as the weather was favourable 
enough; and thofe whom he had lately vifited had no reafon, 
that he could think of, to diflike their vifitors. 

*¢ Thefe people (fays captain Cook) mult be the Tfchutfki, a 
nation that, at the time Mr. Muller wrote, the Ruffians had not 
been able to conquer: and, from the whole of their condué 
with us, itappears that they have not yet brought them under 
fubjection ; though it is obvious that they mult have a trade with 
the Ruflecs, either directly, or by the means of fome neigh- 
bouring nation ; as we cannot otherwife account for their being 
in poflefiion of the {pontoons in particular, of which we took 
notice.” 

As captain Cook gave the name of St. Lawrence to this bay, 
on account of his having anchored in it on the icth of Augutt, 
it may perhaps be worthy of obfervati on, that Beering failed 
paft this very place on the roth of Augalt, 1728 ; for which 
reafon, the neighbouring ifland was named by him after the fame 
faint. This bay is, at lealt, five leagues broad at the entrance, 
and four leagues deep, narrowing towards the bottom, where it 
appeared to be tolerably well fhelterea from the tea-winds, pro- 
vided there be fuflicient depth of water for fhips. ‘The c captain, 
however, did not wait to examine it, although he was very defi- 
rous 
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rous of finding an harbour in thofe parts, to which le might re- 
fort next fpring. But he wanted an harbour where wood 
was to be got ; an article, in which he knew this place to be de- 
ficient. In the afternoon, in the direction of their courfe, they 
faw what was at firit taken to be a rock ; but it proved to be a 
dead whale, which fome natives of the Afiatic coait had killed, 
and were towing afhore. They feemed to conceal themfelves 
behind the fith, to avoid being en ; but this was anneceffary, 
asthe captain purfued his courfe, without taking any notice of 
them, 

On the 4th of September he ceafed to follow the direftion of 
the coaft, as he found that it tended wefterly, towards the gulph 
of Anadir, into which he had no inducement to go. He there- 
fore fteered to the fouthward, and, in the evening, came in fight 
of Beering’s ifland of St. Lawrence, He was now about twelve 
leagues from the foutheramoft point of the main land, which 
bore fouth, 83 minutes weft, ‘This he took to be the point 
which Beering calls the eait point of Suchottki, or Cape Tichu- 
kothkoi, a name which he gave it with propriety, becaufe it was 
from this part of the coat that the natives came off to him, 
who call themfelves of the nation of the ‘T'fchuttki, Captain 
Cook makes its latitude to be 64 degrees and 13 minutes, and 
its longitude 986 degrees and 36 minutes. 

Being thus perfectly convinced that he was on the coatt of 
Afia, and not on the eaft fide of the great ifland called Alafchka, 
in Mr, Stzhlin’s account of the new northern Archipelago, pub- 
lithed juft before he failed by the late Dr. Maty, he now ttood 
over to the coaft of America, in hopes of finding it there. He 
was the rather induced to fpend fome time in fearch of this ifland, 
as it is reprefented to abound with wood, which was greatly 
wanted by both fhips. On the 8th he arrived ata found, lying 
between two points of land ; one of which, to the north, he 
named Cape Darby, and the other, to the fouth, Cape Denbigh. 
This inlet (which, in honour of Sir Fletcher Norton, now lord 
Grantley, a near relation of lieutenant King’s, he named Nore 
ton Sound, extends to the northward as far as lat. 64 deg. 

4min. Here they found water and plenty of drift wood. He 
ftaid here till the 17th, occafionally landing not only to procure 
wood and water, but to refrefh the men, who were alternately 
fent on fhore to feed on the berries, and to cutbrooms, of which 
they were in want, and the branches of fpruce trees for beer. 
He likewife fent Lieutenant King, with a party of men, in two 
boats, to explore the Sound, and to land on the adjacent heights. 
From the refultof Lieutenant King’s obfervations, he was per- 
fettly fatisfied that Mr, Siahlin’s ifland was quite imaginary ;

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and, in the fequel, he found that the name of Alafchka is gi- 
ven both by the Roflians and natives tothe American continent 
in general, although it properly belong to a very projectin 
Cape adjoining to the ifland of Onamaka,

Will here attempt to give you the political characters of thofe 
two great competitors for glory, Mr. Foxand Mr. Pitt. 
Their qualifications were as different as their perfons, Mr. 
Pitt’s abilities, as anorator, were undoubtedly aftonifhing. Yet, 
at times, put the matter he had uttered upon paper, and it ap- 
peared fuperficial ; and it was often fatirical toa degree of abuie. 
His perfon claimed your admiration. With an elegance and 
grace which led your mind captive while he fpoke, and with 
eyes that darted fire, he generally began low ; but at length 
gradually worked himfelf up, as well as his auditors, to a 30 
oO 
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of enthufiafm. His voice was powerful, and at the fametime 
melodious ; particularly the middle pitch of it, which fecured 
articulation, and prevented the laf word from being loft. He 
was likewife one of the beit aGtors] ever faw. I will not evea 
except Garrick, To evince which, I will relate afcene I had 
the pleaiure of being a witneds to. 

An honourable relation of Mr. Pitt’s generally thought fit, 
during the time he was chancellor of the exchequer, to enter- 
tain the Houfe of Commons with founding forth his owa 

raife. 

This egotift one day {poke an eulogy on himfelf, in which he 
too trequently es the word where. Mr. Pitt’s patience 
being exhaufted, he rofe from his feat with inexpreffible grace, 
and feemed to be making his way out of thehoufe. But ftop< 
ping { fho rt w hen he came clofe tothe miniiter, who was itill 
fpeaking, he fung aloud, with great humour, «« Gentle thep- 
herd, tell 1 me wh here, tell me where; gentle fhepherd tell me 
where’? and he continued to do fo till he reached the lobby .—~ 
This occafioned an univerfal laugh; and the right honourable 
fpeaker retained the name of Geatle Shepherd for the remainde 
of bis life. 

Whether it was from indifpofition, or to convince his hearers 
that he could lead them with one hand, I know not, but Mr. 
Pitt often had his left hand in a fling. ‘The natural grace he 
pofieifed, and the acquirements he was mafter of, put it however 
out of the power of any fituation or attitude to reader him une 
pleafing. 








Mr. FOX, Mr, Pitt’s cotemporary, neither equalled him in 
voice, manner, or perfon; but he greatly furpafled him in folid 
judgment, quick difcernment, and an unbiafled, unalterable 
petriz. As he did not deal fo much in the flowers of 
rhetoric as Mr, Pitt, his Pe eeches cid not ftrike fo forcibly, till 
confidered, But they v yunded on the frmeft bafis, truth. 
His voice was fonorous, but his delivery, at times, was not fe 
pleafing as it was at others.

firucted.”?’ The embaffy failed of fuccefs: the failure was im- 
puted to the haughty deportment of the ambaflador, who ex- 
prefied difguft at the bad accommodations in Ruflia; did not 
pay fufficient court to the minifters and favourites of the czar ; 
tendered repeated remonftrances in a manner totally repugnant 
to the Ruffian cuftom ; and, under a falfe notion of maintaining 
the dignity of his fovereign, objected to the Ruffian ceremonial, 

The following quotation from Carlifle’s embaffies, Pp» 131, 
will difplay the frivolous nature of the difputes about prece- 
dency ; and will fhew, at the fame time, the ill policy of the 
Englifh ambaffador, who, as he withed to gain a point of fome 
confequence, ought to have ‘paid every poflible deference to the 
prejudice and pride of the Ruflians, 

«© Awhile after came Pronchiffof, one of the czar’s council, 
@eputed as mafter of the ceremony to his excellence : and, on 
this occafion, we had another ridiculous example of the pride 
and rofticity cf the Muicovites, who were fo quick and preciie 
in anticipating the prerogative of ambafladors. Ponchiffof be. 
ing arrived within fome {mall diftance of the ambaffador’s fledge, 
gave him to underftand that he was fent to receive him from the 
grand-duke, his lord, and that he expected the ambaffador fhould 
firit come out of his fledge : but his excellence fignified to him, 
that he reprefented the perfon of the king his matter, and that, 
in that cafe, all fuch kind of refpect was due to himfelf. Pron- 
chiffof, however, continued immoveable in his fledge, as the 
matter of the ceremonies, and fent back to the ambaffador, for 
anfwer, that he alfo was fent from the czar his matter to re- 
prefent his perfon, This anfwer, how abfurd foever it was, 
caufed feveral {mart replies, both on one fide and the other ; 
"till at laft the ambaffador, to prevent any further delay in his 
entrance, condefcended to this, that both of them fhould come 
out of their fledges together: but in this Pronchiffof took occa» 
fion to deceive his excellence, and falfify his word, hanging ia 
the air betwixt the arms of his fervants, and but touching the 
earth with his tip-toes, while the ambaffador came out freely.”

The 
advantages arifing from this method are fo many and fo obvious, 
that they want no pointing out. Self-knowledge and felf- 
government are atchievements of fuch eminence and ufe, that 
the mention of them is fufficient to prove their worth. But 
their advantages are not alone the inducement to cultivate them : 
the fatisfa€tion they bring to the mind, the complacency to the 
countenance, the joy to the heart, and, I might add, the ftrength 
to the underitanding, are fuch, that they ftand unrivalled in the 
whole lilt of rewards to be brought from any other fource, ex 
cept that which muft ever accompany them—the comfort of the 
favour of our Creator.
